The number of males arrested dur- 
ing the last fiscal year twas 8869, as 
compared with 7986 in 1918-1919; the 
number of females arrested decreas- 
ing from 269 to 292 during the same 
period. : 

Burglary leads the list of offenses 
for hich arrests were made, 1587 
‘being listed for 1919-1920, against 
1087 for the year previous. Grand 
larceny is the next with 1121 for 
the last fiscal year, an increase of 
118 over the year before. 

Increases in arrests for other of- 
fenses during 1919-1920 as compared 
with 1918-1919, were shown as fol- 
lows: Fictitous checks, 155 to 302; 
I. W. W., 48 to 186; automobile lar- 
cency, 212 to 306; narcotics, 100 to 
157; rape, 240 to 269; vagrancy, 1119
